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It now looks as if California is 
going to haveadry year. This is 
bad. Says the San Francisco Post 
of yesterday: 

California has had several good crop 
years in succession, and we should 
not gruable if this year should turn 
outto bea bad one. That such a state 
of things ‘s probable, it is useless to 
deny. The rains have been light, and 
for some timeewe have had none. 
The review of the situation published 
in Saturday’s Post was not particu- 
larly encouraging. Inalarge part of 
the State it is already too late to save 
the grain crops. o wheat will be 
raised on the west side of the San 
Joaquin valley except by irrigation. 
In Fresno and Tulare counties prompt 
and copious rains will yet causea fair 
yield. In Sonoma the prospects are 
good, and in the Sacramento valley 
the wheat will pull through without 
rain for from two to three weeks 
longer. 

On the whole it looks like a dry year, 
but fortunately that name is no longer 
fraught with terrors it once bore. Cal- 
ifornia is not dependent upon a single 
crop, sown on the chances of a favor- 
ble season. We shall still have our 
oranges and apricots and figs; we 
shall cure raisins and press wine 
whatever the clouds may see fit to do. 
Irrigation is patting our deserts on a 
level with the moist valleys of the 
coast. Now that the State has adopted 
the policy of making use of its nat- 
ural advantages a dry year can be 
nothing worse than an inconvenience. 

Among farmers who have been ac- 
customed to raise wheat on unpirri- 
gated land, there may be a certain 
stringency, and this, to a slight extent, 
will affect the general public. But 
even these farmers ought to have made 
preparations during the recent good 
vears to carry themselves through one 
bad one. Lack of rain is to be ex- 
pected at any time in California, and 
should not take us by surprise. 
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What is presented as an import- 
ant and weighty matter of pouitical 
opinion, with regard to the Presi- 
dential prospects for next year, is 
given by the New York Sun in the 
form of an assertion that “within a 
few days one the wisest, most ex- 
perienced, most important, and 
most impartial of Democratic poli- 
ticians, in no way associated or 
connected with Tammany,Hall or 
with the Sun, expressed to us the 
opinion that it Mr. Cleveland 
should be the next Democratic 
candidate history has not recorded 
a@ defeat in a Presidential canvass 
equal to that which would await 
him.”’ This might be more 
weighty if the name of the Demo- 
crat politician were given, together 
with some of the grounds for this 
crushing deliverance as to Mr. 
Cleveland’s hopes of a re-election— 
although even in that shape it 
would be hard to believe that Mr. 
Cleveland’s defeat would be more 
crushing than the one administered 
to the Hon. B. F. Butler, the Sun’s 
ec ndidate in the last election. But 
ion ita present form, we cannat see 
that the above opinion is more than 
an amplification of the terser one to 
which the Sun gave expression 
somewhat frequently in 1884, as 
follows: ‘‘We think Grover Cleve- 
land is beaten.’’ The situation 
grows interesting. 

General John M. Pa/mer, of Illi- 
nois, has, it is stated, openly 
asserted that he is the only avail- 
able candidate the Democracy can 
put in the field in 1888. Somesay 
that Mr. Palmer’s action is meant 
to boom Mr. Cleveland’s renomina- 
tion.

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The Cincinnati Election. 
CINCINNATI, April 4, 

The most interesting, uncertain and 
surprising election for years was that 
of to-day. At this writing ‘9 P. Mm.) the 
best experts in forecasting results are 
at a loss, and give their estimates with 
many reservations. The uncertainty 
all arises from the unexpected large 
vcte for the Labor party, and from its 
distribution. It was at first thought 
that this party would draw its strength 
more from the Democrats than from 
the Republicans, but the returns show 


heavy drafts in Republican districts, 
especially in the German quarter. The 
Eleventh Ward (German), hitherto a 
Republican stronghold, has been car- 
ried to-day by the Labor party. 

The election was carried on in r- 

fect good order. Aclear space of 100 
feet on each side of the polls was kept 
all day by non-partisan police, whose 
authority was ronan. The voters 
passed the ordeal of ticket-holders out- 
side ofthis hmit, but within and at 
the polls no electioneering was per- 
mitted. The judges and clerks were 
so carefully select d that there is uo 
suspicion of a false count, so that 
whatever is the result there will be no 
doubt it is the will of the people. 
ll p. M.—The Buard of Elections bas 
just completed the footing on the bead 
of the ticket, which shows W. H. 
Stevenson, Labor candidate for Mayor, 
to be elected by ten votes. The fig- 
uresare: Stevenson, 17,414; Smith, 
(Rep.) 17,404; Matson, (Dem) 11,547, 
They have returns from all the pre- 
cincts in the city. Of course, with 
such a result the official count will 
have to be awaited for the verdict. 
An inspection of the votes indicates 
that the remainder of the ticket will 
be Republican, except Judge of the Po- 
lice Court. 

2:25 a. M.—The Labor men are 
shouting at their headquarters and on 
the streets in honor of the victory, 

LATER—The Board of Election has 
revised its computation and finds a 
mistake, which shows that Smith 
(Rep.) is elected by over 600 majority. 
Stitt Later—The complete count 
for Mayor yesterday shows: Smith 
(Republican), 17,963; Matson (Demo- 
crat), 11,951, and Stevenson (Labor), 
17,367. The pluralities of the other 
Republican candidates are as follows: 
Moore, Judge of the Superivur Court, 
1,050; Herstman, City Solicitor, 1,880; 
Boherer, Treasurer, 2,862; Caldwell, 
Jndge of the Police Court, 4,944; 
Schwartz, Prosecuting Attorney of the 
Police Court, 1,928. 

Unofiicial footings for ward officers, 
shows the following result: Council- 
men, 138 Republicans, nine Labor and 
three Democrats. Board of Education, 
15 Republicans, eight Labor and two 
Democrats. One curious fact is, that 
the 3d, 4th, 19th and 21st Wards, hith- 
erto strongly Democratic, and the 10th, 
lith, 22da 24th, strongly Republi- 
can, were Carried by the Labor party. 


Wholesale Smuggling. 

SAN ANTONIO, April 5. 
One of the most gigantic sensational 
smuggling cases that ever occurred in 
Western Texas is being slowly devel- 
oped. The Federal officials refuse to 
give information, on the grounds that 
it would defeat the ends of justice and 
put the guilty parties nm their guard. 
Smuggling bas been going on a long 
time. The waters of the Lower Rio 
Grande bave been disturbed by num- 
erous herds of horses crossing without 
the aid of a ferry boat. Several prom- 
inent stockmen, well-known through- 
out the ee are said to be impli- 
vated. Fifteen hundred head of borses 
were seized here last Sunday night, in 
transit, by Captain Hudgins, Inspector 
of Customs at Loredo, and Col. Wm. 
Thompson, revenue officer at Browns- 
ville, as contraband. The whole af- 
fair will be develuped and the names 
of those engaged, made public in a 
short while. 


A Thief Captured. 
CHuIcaGo, April 5. 

George Skidmore, who is said to be 
a notorious English thief, bas been 
captured in this city and taken to New 
York by a detective. Skidmore, while 
in the employment of W. S. Lamone, 
in London, robbed him of £500 and a 
collection of coins valued at as much 
more.

Camp- 
bell is probably elected by a majority 
one-third less than Long, and the Re- 
publican Regents have been successful. 
The county has gone strongly for pro- 
hibition, but the retarns are not yet 
sufficiently definite to say whether the 
county has been able to wipe out the 
majority against the amendment in 
the cities. The probability this morn- 
ing was that the amendment has been 
carried by a small majority. 

Later figures show a majority of 
9,000 against the prohibition amend- 
ment. 


Got Their Ballots in Early. 
CHICAGO, April 5. 
The day is clear and calm and the 
reports from nearly all the wards in- 
dicate that avery large vote will be 
polled. The contest lies between the 


Republican and Labor candidates. 
Very few prohibition votes are being 
cast, although the prohibitionists bave 
ticket peddlers at nearly all the poll- 
ing places. The polls opened at 6 
o’clock and the greater portion of the 
labor vote was polled during the early 
hours. At 9o0’cvlock the reports from 
the various precincts showed that 
from one fourth to one half of the en- 
tire registered vote had been cast. 


Stone Masons Strike. 
Boston, April 5. 

An extensive strike of stone masons 
and their laborers and mortar mixers 
in this vicinity has been inaugurated. 
Quite a large body of men are involve: 
The object of the strike 1s to obtain 
nine hours per day with the same rate 
of wages as paid forten hours. This 
strike is aimed principally at those 
contractors who are not members of

CoLuMBIA, 8S. C., April 5.

They 
were brought to Columbia some time 
ago for safety, and went to Yorkville 
yesterday for trial. 


Picked up at Sea. 
New York, April 5. 

Tbe steamer Victoria, which arrived 
from Baracca, brought the captain 
and crew of nine men, of the brig Jo- 
hanpva, which foundered at sea after 
being out 10 days from Havana for 
New York. The crew had been at the 
pumps constantly for two days before 
the vessel sunk and were ina wretched 
condition when picked up. 


Jumped His Bonds. 
New York, April 5. 

W.A.Clark, the registry clerk in 
the general postoflice of this city who 
confessed to the theft of $10,000 in 
bills recently, and who was released 
on $2,500 bail, has skipped for Can- 
ada. He had confessed to stealing 
about $25,000 altogether.

NEW ORLEANS, April 5. 
Captain Jobn Grant, a native Pena- 
sylvanian, died here yesterday, aged
